The comments 
on road building now 


breaking out in the Stare newspapers, as 
the result of Governor Hastings' remarks 
on the subject in his annual message, are to 
the last degree discouraging. The Governor 
himself treated the subject at considerable 
lengih in a conventional way, with a mild 
suggestion of a Slate appropriation at some 
other time and under conditions different 
from these now existing. But for tlfe news- 
papers to talk at this late d.iy of making 
good roads simply by changing the laws 
permitting farmers to work out their road 
taxes, is to add nothing new to the subject 
and to borrow nothing fioni the experience 
of Ih se States where within five or six 
years good roads have actually been built. 


If Pennsylvania is ever to have good roads 


she will have to get them as New Jersey, 
Mas-achusetts and even as some of the 
Southern States have got them, by paying 
the cost of their construction. If the banks 
were compelled to pay interest on their 
deposits of State money, which deposits 
amount to three or four millions a year, 
the revenue would make a small beginning 
ol a road fund. Sixty thousands dollars 
from the State annually, with a sum from 
every county or township equal to every 
thousand dollars appropriated to it, would 
at least start the movement; but Pennsylva- 
nia ought, to be able to equal the road ap- 
propriations made by New Jersey or Mass- 
achusetts.—Phitadelpli la Inquirer. 


—Senator Penrose, who is sure to be 


elected United States senator on the reas- 
sembling of the legislature will probably 
retain his seat until the end of the present 
legislative session, unless a special session of 
congress should be called, in which event he 
will resign his seat about March 4 and go to 
Washington. 


—The Anglo-American general arbitra- 


tion treaty was signed at the State Depart- 
ment on Monday by Secretary of State Olney 
and Sir Julian Pauncefote, the British 
Ambassador.

An Jtullttii bwliKller Convicted auil Sen- 


tenced. 


One of the most interesting cases at the 


present term of Criminal court was tried on 
Tuesday. It was the case of the Common- 
wealth against Antonio Sapaino, the Italian 
charged with working a very shrewd game 
in Bristol, recently, Sapaino being indicted 
for false pretense and larceny as bailee. 
Warreu S. Long was appointed to defend 
him. 


It was alleged that the defendant had 


come to Bristol in November, represeniing 
to Chief of Police Saxton that he was looking 
for an Italian murderer. 
He requested the 


assistance of Officer Saxton in capturing the 
man and stated that his plan was to pretend 
to get work for several friends of the alleged 
murderer, through whom he expected to lo- 
cate his man. 


Officer Saxton introduced him to the en- 


gineer of the Bristal Electric Light Com- 
pany's plant, who was let into the scheme, 
and who agreed to assist by permitting the 
Italians to believe that they might procure 
a job at the works. 


Sapaino then visited two Italians, telling 


them that he could secure them a position in 
the electric plant worth $45 per month, bul 
that he would ask a bonus or commission of 
a month's salary from each, or $90. 
They 


gave him $100. 
After securing the money 


the stranger disappeared, without even re- 
turning the $10. 
One of the victims had 


borrowed the money to pay Sapaino. 
Offi- 


cer Saxtot. and the Italian who had borrow- 
ed the money related these facts. 


Sapaino was subsequently arrested at To- 


cony. Everybody in court wondered what 
kind of a defense be could possibly devise, 
but Ihe Italian was equal to the occasion. 
He said he was looking for the murderer of 
his brother. The murderer, he said, was a 
brotherinlaw of the Italian whose money he 
had obtained. Then Sapaino declared that 
he never obtained the money, but had paid 
Chief Saxton $10 to get a special officer, and 
related a story which, in substance, was 
equivalent to a declaration that Ihe money 
transaction had been trumped up to get him 
off the trail of the murderer. 


He said Chief Saxtoa 
suggested the 


scheme of procuring the work for the Ital- 
ians but not the money part of the transac- 
tion. 
Chief Saxton was recalled and de- 


nied that he had suggested anything of the 
kind to Sapaino. 


The Italian who was alleged to have the 


murderous relative admitted that he had a 
brother-in-law, but stated that his name is 
Bianco, anil' that he is well known in Bris- 
tol. 


The jury convicted Sapaino, and he was 


sentenced to the penitentiary for 2 years 
and 8 months.

Investigations Made Into a Colliery Dan- 


ger of Great Importance. 


Two of the most important of the pa- 


pers rend nt u rocent sitting of the British 
association were those of Professor Hal- 
dane mid Professor Clowes. In which they 
submitted the results of the investigations 
they have been simultaneously pursuing 
for the purpose of detecting and measur- 
ing the presence of carbon monoxide In 
the air. The matter Is ono of no little mo- 
ment to the general public, inasmuch as 
the insidious, poisonous gns Is liable to be 
generated \vhoro coal gas flames are used 
lor heating and cooking. It, however, 
more particularly concerns the mining 
world, as carbonic oxide Is the product of 
explosions o£ coal gas, or firedamp, being 
found in the largest quantity after col- 
liery explosions, when coal dust Is mingled 
with the air and plays a part In the explo- 
sion. 


The gas, however, Is formed In several 


other ways in coal mines. It Is tbe prin- 
cipal gaseous product of the firing of cheap 
gunpowder, which is known as blasting 
powder, and it seems to be invariably 
formed during tbe burning of a coal seam. 
The difficulty with tills oxide is that even 
when it is present in dangerous propor- 
tions it Is not detectable in the flame of a 
candle or of an alcohol or oil lamp, and 
long before its presence is demonstrated It 
may have been absorbed into the system 
to a fatal extent. 


Professor Clowes' process of detection 


and measurement consists of a hydrogen 
test flame. An ordinary lamp is provided 
with a hydrogen llame, the "cap" of which 
Increases in height as tbe percentage ol 
carbonic oxide Is augmented. 


Unfortunately, however, as carbonic ox- 


ide Is rarely unaccompanied by inflamma- 
ble gases, uu essential defect would appeal 
thereby to exist in this somewhat rough 
and ready method. 


In Professor Haldane's test a small 


quantity of blood is shaken In the air. 
The presence of the carbouio oxide causes 
the blood to assume a yellow tint, and pro- 
portions of tho oxide down to 1 per cent 
can thus bo detected. 


Professor Hnldane described the-experl- 


ments be had undertaken in Inhaling the 
gas. 
There Is, he says, nothing painful 


in it. One effect is to cause one to staggei 
like a drunken man. 
There is a story of 


a miner who, recovering consciousness aft 
eran explosion asked, "Is it time to get 
up?" adding, "I am very happy." 


The operation of the gas is Blow, bul 


running produces faintness, and to br 
brought into contact with a blast of colo 
air is highly dangerous and calculated to 
cause death. 
Except for the presence of 


carbonic oxide, a miner might walk out of 
a mine after an explosion, and it Is sug 
gested that an invention qf u respirator 
which would .absorb the oxide would be 
valuable. 
Professor 
Haldane 
himself 


knows of no such absorbent, and' until' it 
is discovered tbe only resource seems.to be 
a simple test long ago proposer) and often 
used with success—namely, that when a 
man enters an atmosphere which contains 
a poisonous proportion of carbonic oxide 
he should carry with him a mouse, con- 
fined in a wire cage open freely to the air. 
The mouse will become insensible by 
breathing the air containing carbonic ox-' 
ide In about one-twentieth of the time 
necessary to produce this effect upon man.

*N ELECTRICAL WONDER. 


Incidents of a Trolley Ride Throach tbe 


tarffe Sowers of Paris. 


The main sewers of Paris are periodical- 


ly cleared T>y menus of scrapers carried on 
boats or ears. 
These conveyances are also 


used for conveying visitors through tho 
large sowers under the Rue do Hivoll and 
the Buulovards Sevastopol and Des Males- 
herbes. 
These exhibitions take place four 


times a yoar, in spring and autumn,.and 
about 6,400 visitors are admitted yearly. 
Until 1884 these cars and boats were drawn 
by moil, but the labor and expense wore 
found to be so excessive that now the trac- 
tion is clone entirely by electric motors, 
taking current from accumulator batteries 
on the boats or oars. 
These main sewers 


are in section very similar to an ordinary 
tunnel; but in the floor is formed tho reo- 
tungular channel for the sewage, while 
round the roof are fixed the water and 
compressed air mains, the telegraph and 
telephone wires, etc. The sewer under the 
Boulevard des Malesherbos is the largest. 
It is 18 feat i'A inches wide, 10 feet l,igh 
from floor to roof, and the sewage channel 
in the Iloor is S feet 5% inches deep und 9 
feet 10 inches wido. lioats are used in this 
channel. 


The other sowers are smaller, the chan- 


nels in them being only 3 1'oet 11 inches 
wido and from 3 feet 11 inches to B feet 7 
inches deep. 
In these, cars are run, the 


flanged wheels of tho cars running on tho 
edges of the channel, -which are protected 
by anglo bars, and from the rails. The ap- 
proximate weight o£ a train of five cars 
with 100 passengers on board is about 7 
tons IS hundredweight, aud this travels at 
the rate of 3% miles per hour. 
The accu- 


mulator battery consists of 28 elements 
and weighs 14 hundredweight, and its ca 
pacity is 100 ampere hours, with a mean 
discharge of 36 amperes at 50 or 60 volts. 
The motor, which is series wound, develops 
2 horsopower and runs ac 1,600 revolu 
tions per minute, this speed being reduced 
to SO by means of a pinion and whool am 
chain gearing to the driving nxle, the 
wheels being 15% inches in diameter on 
the trend. 


Tho bouts are towed by moanq of a ehui 


stink in tlio sewage channel, which is 
brought to the surftire and passes round a 
pulley driven by means of a double reduc- 
tion gear from the motor. 
The chain, by 


means of guide pulleys, makes three-quar- 
ters of a turn round the driving pulley, 
this pulley being a magnetic one, magnet- 
ized by means of two coils, one on each 
side of it, on the axle. Each passenger 
train consists of six boats, iu the flrst of 
which arc carried the accumulator battery 
and a towing apparatus, while in tho last 
boat, which is a smaller one, there.is an- 
other towing apparatus. 


The battery consists of 60 elements, gtv- 


ingan output of BO amperes for 2% hours 
at from 08 to 135 volts. 
It is divided into 


two parts, which can be connected in series 
or parallel, ns required. 
Tho motors rnn 


ut 580 revolutions per niluuto, but this 
speed is reduced hy mcansof thegoarirjg, eo 
that the boats travel at about IM miles per 
hour. Tho power required for this is from 
about 2 horsepower to 524 horsepower, ac- 
cording as the bouts are traveling with or 
against tho current. 
The total length of 


the sowers open in this way to tho public 
is about two miles, and they are lighted 
partly by lamps on tho footpaths or by oil 
lamps on the boats.—Genie Civil. 


Grant fu, a Young Debater. 


Apparently Grant entered the Philo- 


mathcau Debatiug club, Maysville, Ky., 
for the flrst time at its thirty-third moot- 
ing, Jun. 8, 1837. 
He took a prominent 


part at once. By a curious coluoidonoo the 
question for this flrst evening was, "Re- 
solved, That the Texans were not justified 
In giving Santa. Anna his liberty." 
In 


the names of the debaters this night there 
appears on tho record H. U. Grant. He 
was on tho affirmative side. Ho was on 
tho .iillirmative side at the thirty-fourth 
meeting, with this qtiostiou, "Resolved, 
That foinaieii wield gronter influence in 
society than inulus." 
The 
affirmative, 


title won in this i-aso as well as tho other. 
At the thiriy-Iifth mooting his mime ay- 
panra on the alfirmutlve of tho question—a 
very vital onu at tuut time—"Hosolved, 
•That it would not bo just and politic to 
liberate the slaves at this time." Again 
ho was on thu winning side. At tho thirty- 
sixth 
mooting the name appears ' TJ. 


Grant ou tho affirmative side of the reso- 
lution that "intomuorauce is a greater 
evil than w.ir." 


At tho thirty-seventh meeting he was 


elected, toaothor with his frieud A. H. 
Wai kluml and \V. Hicbeson, as a member 
of u committee. Ho also took part In tho 
dob:ito on Clio question, "Hosolvod, That 
Socrates was right in not escaping whop 
tho prison doors woro opened to him." Ho 
took tho affirmative, and it was again the 
successful side. And m all the succeeding 
meetings down to March 27, 1887, the rec- 
ord shows him to have boon active, bud 
after that date bis name docs not appear. 
Tho probabilities are that he roturuqd 
homo to lu'ljj put In the crop.—Hamliii 
Ilia-hud in WcCJuvo's.

Tho facsimile, pub- 
lished at the expense of the Duo de Lou- 
bat, reproduces tho original to the slight-, 
cst detail, evon the binding, for instance, 
boinp represented with perfect exactness, 
It is accompanied hy three pamphlets, the, 
first presenting an historical study in Ital- 
ian by H. P. Ehrle, prefect of the Vatican 
library. This states that" the first mention 
of the manuscript is found in the cata- 
logue edited in 1596, but that it had been 
in the Vatican before that date, having 
beeii received there, without doubt, under 
the librarianship of Cardinal Amulio, and 
very probably in the yoar 1566. The two 
other pamphlets, in French and in Span- 
ish, are the work of M. IT. del Paso y 
Troncaso, director ol the Museum of Mex- 


ico. 
M. clcl Paso deacri bes with great care 


tho manuscript of the Vaticau and proves 
that in the reproduction made by Aglio 
toward 1830 for tiie groat work of Lord 
KingBborotigh tho order of its pages was 
completely reversed. At the close of the 
Spanish pamphlet the author has arranged 
a careful comparison of the plates of the 
English publication with the leaves of the 
original manuscript. — Paris Debates,

that is to eny, it is carried on during thu 
Mondays, Tuesdays, Thursdays and Fri- 
days of two weeks, the Wednesdays being 
usually devoted to the consideration of 
bills introduced hy unofficial members. 
The order in which the leading -members 
of the government and of the opposition 
speak is previously arranged by the whips 
yf the different parties, and the speaker, 
being informed privately of the under- 
standing, calls on these members in tho 
order appointed, no matter how many 
small men may at tho same time strive to 
catch his eye. A member of tho opposi- 
tion always follows in debate a member of 
the government. The opening of a sitting 
and toward its close, or before and after 
the 'dinner hatir'—that is, from 3 till 7 
o'clock and from 10 till 12—aro considered 
the best and most favorable times for 
speaking. It is during these periods of 
tho sitting that the 'big guns'on each 
side are brought into action. 
Under the 


rules of tha house all opposed business 
must cease at i2 o'clock, and the member 
who at that hour moves the adjournment 
of the debute has the right to open It the 
noxt evening. If a member of the govern- 
ment speaks lust trt night, the adjourn- 
ment of the debate is moved by an oppo- 
nent of tho government, and, vice versa, if 
a member of the opposition concludes his 
speech at midnight, n supporter ol the ad- 
ministration secures the advantage of re- 
suming the'debate on the following evon-
